Three Plants Beyond Laprai- 
ric Inspected Last Monday 

Uasl Monday, the Architectural 
Studontn or the second and third 
years paid a visit to the works of 
National I trick Company. They were 
accompanied by Mr. Philip .1. Turner, 
Architect . 

The party met at Hie Company';' 
tifflcoH. and were driven lf> miles to 
Dobion. where their main pla.nt is 
situated . Hern 25,00(1 bricks are pro- 
duced each hour, and a.s many as 2f>0,. 
000 a day have been made during Iho 
busy season. This rar.tnry is of the 
most modern type, and communicates 
directly with Hic C, N. ft.. C. p. ft. 
and D. and (I. rtallwiys, Leaving the 
main plant they then IrlMpeetCrl plant 
No. 4. where terra-cotta bricks are 
made. 

On the way back, the older plant, 
at Uapralric. was visited. In spite of 
reports of genoral business depression, 
the company is very busy, and at. pre- 
sent Is shipping as many as 400.000 
bricks a day. 

Hcfore they returned to the city, 
the party was entertained in the 
offices at l.aprairle with refresh- 
ments, and an opportunity was taken 
to thank the City Manager and 
Siiperintend<xnt, and associates, for 
their hospitality.

Spoke on Monasteries 
And Universities 

SAINTS AND DEVILS 

Attractive Meeting Held At 
Home of Professor William* 



The Historical Ciub mot la»t night (or 
Its fortnightly meetln a* the house of 
Prof. Basil Williams. Two paper s am 
mediaeval topics wore given by by A. 

Coulbr/rn and D. H, Ma.cVto-»r 
rospYjctilvoly. rtefrfWhrnentrf wat» 
served, and, after an intereatl-ng rtl*- 
euss-ion on the suMects of the ev«- 
nin«, the mee n? wsji ■ adjourned at 
clever o'clock. 

iMacVlcajr. speaki-n-g on medlaeva.1 
monai'iterlee, described the growth, 
ff/rma.tlcnn, and standardization of the 
monastery. At first there were no 
religious systems In any proper sense; 
Individualism wa.s the order of the 
times, and aacwtics aittcmpted to out- 
do one, another !n their praxitlces of 
self-i.bnegat.lori and after self-tortura- 
Monks were Bhus originally hermits 
who came together only on special oc- 
casions and for certain conveniences. 
St. Benedict was the founder of the 
firsr highly organized monastic order. 

He was the first form-utaxor of a 
strict and unalterable co-de tor uni- 
versal practice by his followers. 

MacV'.c&r concentrated moat of bis 
attention, after having dealt wtth 'he 
development of organized a-scfeticism, 
on the architecture of the monastery. 
Including the church and the clo-gt !r, 
and the customs of the monks them- 
selves. H's talk in this connection was 
illustrated by a large diagram of a 
mc-del monastery witilch all could, ses. 

Coulbom ' was the second speaker 
hav'mg for his subject "Mediaeval 
Universities." He showed bow there 
wi. lack of continuity of didactic 
customs from Antiquity down to t'ie 
M';ddle Ages- There were two .typos 
of Universities, after these haft arisen 
during the first intellectual revival of 
one Middle Ages, wh'ch took place in 
the eleventh century; namely that cf 
the University of Bologna and that 
of Paris. The former was one whe-.-e 
students occupied a position in rnitfiy 
respect j superior to the 'nstructors 
having the right of hiring and dis-" 
missing them . The latter univers ty 
was under the wing of the Church at 
first, and the students, being general- 
ly very young, were entirely subordi- 
nate to their professors. Outs'do '"f 
Blue Universities of Paris ami Bologna 
the others developed eithe.r as the 
result of secessions or conscious ;m - 
tat ion . 

Coulbom dealt in some detail with 
the life of the mediaeval studonit, t?l- 
1 ng of the success with which a more 
intensive pursuit of rowdyism and 
scholarship both at the same time 
than is now common, wo§ carried on.

By 1370 this bell was replaced/ but 
the new bell could not withstand the 
energetic ringing for more than 
twenty years. In 1899 the present boll 
was installed, weighing 1.400 pounds. 
After it was raised to position with 
much ceremony the college was enter- 
tained by a lively row between the 
Freshmen and Sophomores. Thus 
christened, this bell ha s withstood the 
wrath of the students.

GERM THEORIES 
KNOWN 4000 B.C. 

"Modern students of medicine 
would bave enjoyed studying the 
germ theory of ancient Mesopotamia," 
said George Rosenberg '25, of New 
York City, in an addres." given recent- 
ly, at Evans Memorial Auditorium, lo 
the students and faculty or the School 
,of Medicine. "The ancients thought 
that sickness was due to some living 
force, which they pictured as a demon 
,oi some sort having head, horns, tall, 
and a scaly body." 

In discussing ancient medicine in 
rMeHopotamla, the speaker pointed out 
that the Bu merlans arc acccdUcd with 
being the first civilized ^sectors of 
the human body, From numerous 
archaeological finding*, which have 
f. 



been uncovered from time to time, 
their knowledge of anatomy dates 
back to about 4000 B. C. • The heart 
waB considered the seat of learning 
and the liver, the all-important organ 
of the human body. 

"The Babylonians, who conquered 
the Sumcrians, were learned in many 
ways," said the speaker. "Medicine 
and astronomy were then closely re- 
lated, and there were many men 
skilled in those sciences at that time 
This ancient people recognized i»any 
superhuman agencies as related to 
disease, for example, the spirits of the 
dead, cither animal or human. This 
idea is still prevalent among some of 
the uneducated classes of our day." 

-Modern clinics with their numerous 
patients and visiting consultants seem 
merely an outgrowth of the system 
then in vogue. The sick were placed 
in the public square and all passers- 
by, who either had had the same mal- 
ady or knew of anyone who had it In 
the past, offered their diagnosis and 
treatment, it was considered an of- 
fence to pass by the sick one without 
oven Inquiring as lo the ualuro of the 
illness. -

STUDENT DESCRIBES 
STRANGE EXPERIENCE 

(By E. Rono Loach) 
High on the desorl mcWi of north- 
ern Arizona, whon the Blunting rnys 
of the sun tin 'n ounce (ho arrival of 
harvest, Unto, members' of (bo llopl 
tmlittn Irlbe gather for their nnnu-tl 
tribal and religious ceremonies. In 
an atmosphere weird and fantastic 

with the boom of the (om-tonv flash 
— . 

of naked bodies and hiss of writhing 
snakes, the Indians revert back to 
the savage days of tholr impostors 
and dance and chant their praise to 
he tribal Idols. . 

ft was my* good fortune (o witness 
these rites Inst August, hold on the 
edge of the Painted Desert, near 
Oraibi, Ariz., a little town of about 
75 people, most of them Indians. Al- 
though white people are not barred 
from witnessing the ceremonies, only 
a few were present because of a lack 
of tu*ans of transportation to such a 
remote place ami poor accommoda- 
tions in the town of Oraibi. 

Sun Plays With Coloring. 

The afternoon sun was changing 
the red of the desert rocks to many 
different colors whon the tribe crier 
announced (in Indian language) tihtvt 
the brethren had assembled and with 
the good will of the Sun Ood, the 
ceremony would begin. 

T can not remember the Indian 
names for. the dances, but the Eng- 
lish equivalents of the'; three main 
rites 1 was permitted to witness were 
the Butterfly nance, the Fire Dance 
and the Snake Dance. 

Of these the Snake Dance is the 
most interesting, being a prayer for 
rain. The Indians believe, that the 
snake is associated with the Rain 
God and each dancer carries a big 
live snake, swinging it over his n~csui 
as he ranee's, wvapping it a-ound his 
neck and in some instance even put- 
ting the snake in ' his mouth. They 
stamp on a board over a hollow rock 
to call the attention of the Rain God 
and at trie end of the ceremony turn 
the snakes loose, to go to the east, 
the west, the north and the south to 
let the gods know 'he people have 
done their part and now it is time :o 
let the rains fall and the springs 
gush forth. ~ - ; 

; 'Chants Weird, 

Their chant, as they dance, as near 
as I could interpret it, was some- 
thing lige "Hui-Yuh! Hui-Yuh!" The 
welrdness of the chant, the fantasy of 
the dance and the gleam of the set- 
ting sun on the snaye s and painted 
bodies presented a fascinating scene 
seldom seen in this day • f modern 
civilization. 

The Butterfly Dance is symbolic of 
^ourtship and affords an outlet to 
the buoyant spirit of the Indian in 
the season of life and growing things. 
The maidens and squaws take part 
in this dance, two of them represent- 
ing butterflies and the remainder 
bushes or shrubs. As the dance gains 
momentum, two of the maidens are 
pursued by the men, painted to re- 
present animals and buds, and flee 
to the protection of the s'juaws. much 
as the butterfly seeks the protection 
of the trees when pursued by enemies. 
The young bucks dance around In a 
circle, trying to reach the maidens, 
but are held back by ihe squaws. 
Fire Dance Is Tribute. 

The P'iro Dajice is a tribute to the 
Indian Fire God, a.nd depicts .the heal- 
ing power, of fire. To UJie- the .most in- 
teresting part of this dance was the 
starting of a fire by means of whin- 
ing sticks, as the early settlers did 
before matches came into use. After 
the fire starts burning brightly, In- 
dians who arc supposed to be, blind, 
lame or otherwise physically 111 are 
brought near the fiantes. Immediate- 
ly they arc cured and become very 
happy and thankful, executing wild 
gesticulations and shouting v their 
praise lo God of Kire.
